The -rresbyterians at ^unmore hau worshipped at Liberty 
Church at Creenbank for a time, but the fact that they had to 
journey on horseback or in little shping wagons a or ten or 
f..elve miles to Liberty Church was very wearisome, and in 1858 
they had a mind to build a little church of their own at bun- 
.ore. Luring the summer of that year they erected the build- 
in-. Very much to their credit, it ..as complete with inside 
furnishings, painted inside arid out, and the yard planted 
v.ith roses and shrubbery. 

Banter Church building was dedicated on -august 27, 1858, 
_he dedicatory sermon was preached by the hev. C. L. cee. The 
test was from 127 Psalms, first verse, "Lxcept the Lord build 
the house, they labour in vain that build it," 

The deed for the land ppon which the church was built 
was not made until July 5, 1661, from John and Caroline
